71% _ OF CANADIANS SUPPORT THE BANNING OF HANDGUNS 


MONTREAL / September 30, 1993 — A national Angus Reid Group poll released 
today confirms that a solid majority of Canadians support the total ban of 
handguns for civilians. 


The poll clearly shows that the 160,000 Canadians and more than 150 
organizations across Canada who have already supported a petition being 
circulated by Concordia University calling for the banning of handguns are 
representative of a national consensus. A clear message is being sent to our 
political leaders — Canadians do not want handguns in civilian hands. 


Coming on the eve of the first national televised pre-election 
debates, the poll adds weight to the call for our political leaders 
to take a public stand on gun control during the current federal 

election campaign. 


During the very same weekend of the TV debates, thousands of volunteers will 
go door to door to collect more signatures for the petition and add voices to 
the call for an end to the availability of handguns. Concordia Rector Patrick 
Kenniff will be discussing the petition campaign with Peter Gzowski on CBC 
radio’s “Morningside” tomorrow, Friday at 9:30 a.m.
